He told of eccentri- 
cities noted by neighbors in the con- 
duct of the mother and brother and 
asserted the former's aged mother 
had been rescued from" the home 
March 19. 


The elderly woman, he said, had 


been locked in a room on the third 
floor and SIra. Aubel's brother, 
Charles A. Grant, of Philadelphia, 
was refused admission when he 
called to take her home. 


While Mr. Griffin was considering 


the institution of habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings to obtain Mrs. Grant's free- 
dom, Mr. Grant and Mr. McMaster 
climbed out of a third-floor window 
along a ledge to the Aubel home and 
of the latter's home, made their way 
entered the room in v;hich Mrs. 
Grant was detained. They helped 
her through the window, and into 
the McMaster home. Afterward she 
was taken to Philadelphia. 


Mr. McMaster also testified he 


heard groans in the Aubel home 
prior to April 4. He said he as- 
sumed they came from the cripple 
and attributed them to his ailment, 
arthritis.

inating himself flatly from an active 
part in the coming campaign for his 
re-election, President Hoover today 
served formal notice that his "undi- 
vided attention" would be given to 
the duties of his office except for a 
few speeches.

party and social event in the nation. 


Rouge on the women's cheeks, oil 


on their escorts' hair, pearls, even 
if they're only imitation; autos in. 
which .the guests arrive, radios .to 
which they.dance, beverages served 
by (the'hostess and even the me- 
chanical . .refrigerator 
in 
which 


they're cooled—all are scheduled to 
help''balance 'the budget by being 
taxed. Even the invitations will pay 
an extra'cent of postage. 


Hope To Balance Ledger 


By taxes on. semi-luxuries and 


through other, levies the ways and 
means committee hopes to raise 
funds needed to make the nation's 
ledger come -out even. 


Qosmetics, which include about 


everything from perfumes to tooth 
pastes; furs and jewelry are listed 
to pay a ten per cent tax, radios and 
refrigerators five per cent, autos 
three, and beverages varied rates. 


If the guests stay for the week- 


end and play golf, tennis or check- 
ers, take a spin in the host's new 
motor boat or go fishing up the 
creek, all the better for the United 
States treasury.

FOREST ROADS 


NOW IMPROVED 


Nearly 6,000 Miles Of Roads 


Through State Forests 


Ready For Tourists. 


More than 1030 miles of primary 


state forest roads, 1600 miles of sec- 
ondary roads and 3160 miles of the 
forest trail system have been put m 
good condition for«summer traffic in 
the one and one-half million acres 
of the Pennsylvania state forests, 
according-to R. H. Vought, road 
superintendent in the department of 
forests and waters. 


Road crews under the supervision 


of the state forest raneers havp 
started work on the annual alloca- 
tion of $100,000 made available by 
the department of highways for 
road construction and maintenance 
wholly within the state forests. Dur- 
ing the present summer these funds 
will be spent for road purposes 
principally in Bedford, Cameron, 
Centre. Clearfleld, Clinton, Cumber- 
land, Franklin, Huntingdon, Lycom- 
ing, 
MifflSn, Perry, Potter, and Ti- 


oga counties. 


More Improvements 


In addition to maintenance and 


reconstruction, the state forest road 
program for the summer calls for 
the rebuilding of eighty miles of 
earth roads which vary in cost be- 
tween $500 and $2000 per mile, de- 
pending upon the nature of the 
ground and the amount of clearing 
which has to be done through the 
woods. 
^ 


According to forestry 
officials, 


these roads will open many new 
tracts of woodland for protection 
and public use that at the present 
time are inaccessible for automobile 
traffic. The opening up of new for- 
est roads into remote forest regions 
is essential to the efficiency of the 
state forest fire organization, said 
Superintendent Vought. by reducing 
the time required to transport for- 
est fire-fighting crews to the scenes 
of fires. These1 roads also make 
possible the use of great quantities 
of low-grade forest products such 
as dead wood and trees damaged by 
fire that may be used for fuel, high- 
way guard rails, posts, mine ties 
and lagging.

FOREST ROADS 
NOW IMPROVED 


Nearly 6,000 Miles Of Roads 
Through State Forests 
Ready For Tourists. 


More than 1030 miles of primary 
state forest roads, 1600 miles of sec­ 
ondary roads and 3160 miles of the 
forest trail system have been put in 
good condition for summer traffic in 
the one and one-half million acres 
of the Pennsylvania state forests, 
according to R. H. 
Vought, road 
superintendent in the departm ent of 
forests and waters. 
Road crews under the supervision 
of the state forest rangers have 
started work on the annual alloca­ 
tion of $100,000 made available by 
the departm ent of highways for 
road construction and m aintenance 
wholly within tile state forests. D ur­ 
ing the present summer these funds 
will be spent for road purposes 
principally in 
Bedford, Cameron, 
Centre. Clearfield, Clinton. Cumber­ 
land, Franklin, Huntingdon, Lycom­ 
ing, Mifflin, Perry, Potter, and T i­ 
oga counties. 
More Improvement* 
In addition to m aintenance and 
reconstruction, the state forest road 
program for the summer calls for 
the rebuilding of eighty miles of 
earth roads which vary in cost be­ 
tween $500 and $2000 per mile, de­ 
pending upon the nature of the 
ground and the amount of clearing 
which has to be done through the 
woods. 
* 
According 
to 
forestry 
officials, 
these roads will open many new 
tracts of woodland for protection 
and public use that at the present 
time are inaccessible for automobile 
traffic. The opening up of new for­ 
est roads into remote forest regions 
is essential to the efficiency of the 
state forest fire organization, said 
Superintendent Vought, by reducing 
the time required to transport for­ 
est fire-fighting crews to the scenes 
of fires. 
These roads also make 
possible the use of great quantities 
of low-grade forest products such 
as dead wood and trees damaged by 
fire th at may be used for fuel. high­ 
way guard rails, posts, mine ties 
and lagging.

“Three years ago last month, the 
milk control act was passed by the 
general assembly and approved by 
the governor, and there is now no 
valid reason why all milk dealers In 
the state should not be complying 
with all its provisions,” Robert F. 
Brinton, chief of the bureau of milk 
control, state departm ent of health, 
said today. 
Stating that he had just sent no­ 
tices to each milk control officer in 
the ten districts into which the 
state is divided, setting forth the j 
fact th a t no applications for permits 
were to be approved unless the ap­ 
plicant absolutely satisfied the con­ 
trol officer that all the provisions of 
the milk code were being complied 
with, Brinton said: 
Purpose of Act 
“The act was placed on the eta- I 
tute books of the state for the pur­ 
pose of safeguarding hum an health j 
and life, by providing for the 
Ii-1 
censing and regulation of persons j 
and entitles dealing in milk for hu- j 
man consumption. 
It confers pow­ 
ers and imposes duties on the sec­ 
retary of health and the advisory 
health board, which are performed 
by tho bureau of milk control.

Most 
Americans hop 18 feet, step nine 
and jump about 18 for a total of 45. 
The champions get from 12 to 15 
feet in their "step."
